Torranoe seems to offer just what 

the manufacturer needs in the way of economical sites, cheap fuel oil $ 

and power, and housing conditions for employees. I am sure that more 

manufacturers of the substantial kind would come to Torrance if a con- £ 

certed effort were made through the Chamber of Commerce or some 

other similar source to make the advantages of your city known in the $ 

the east and other manufacturing centers.
The most business-like way to secure this development is through $ 

properly organized agencies. The first thing a manufacturer wants to v 

know about i community is accurate information as to location, trans- j 

portation, raw material, labor, wages, and data of this general kind. The 

railroads are actually interested in this phase of the State development 

and they are doing what they can. It requires, however, concentarted 

efforts on the part of the entire business community. An effort of this 

kind is now being made in Los Angeles, and there is no doubt that it 

will be helpful to all of Southern California.
The .opening of the Panama Canal certainly suggests the coming 

of more people and in consequence the 'heed of manufacturing. A 

.great many of these newcomers will undoubtedly seek farms, but there ? 

will also be a large army seeking employment in various kiads of man- j 

ufacturing plants. If we are to assimilate this new population properly, $ 

we must offer them opportunity for work at living wage.
It would seem to me to be good policy for the manufacturers and 

merchants of Torrance to, get together on some concrete-plan of pub­ 

licity. You have a splendid little city which affords many advantages 

over the ordinary community, and more people will come when you ad­ 
vertise your worth to the world.
